New meaning to astitch in time 


The old adage “a stitch in time 
saves nine’ has taken on new 
meaning this fall. 

At the Hastings & Prince kd 
ward Counties Health Unit, it's 
being used to promote breast 
and cervical screening mes 
sages to women through fab 
ric and quilting stores and 
quilt fairs. 

“Women need to hear these 
important health messages,’ says 
Marie Clarke, a public health 


nurse with the Early Detection. 


of Cancer program at the Health 
Unit. Breast screening is rec- 
ommended for all women 50 
years and over. 

Cervical screening (through a 


Pap test) is recommended every 
year for any woman who is, or 
has been, sexually active. If she 
has three normal tests in a row, 
then screening should be done 
every two years. After a hyster 

ectomy, some women may still 
need regular Pap tests. Regular 
Pap tests may stop after age 70 
for women who have had three 


‘or more normal Pap tests over 


the past ten years. 

“We will be distributing in- 
formation to quilt and fabric 
stores and at the quilt show,’ 
explains Michele de Jonge, a 
public health nurse with the 
Cervical Screening Program 
at the Health Unit. “Women 


will receive a free copy of an 
applique pattern developed 
by Sue Wilkins from the Quilt 
Seeds Company.’

PASSENGERS ON ALL-TERRAIN VEHICLES 


When is it safe to ride? 


The O.PPS.A.VE. Team would 
like to prevent any injury or death 
from accident on All-Terrain Ve- 
hicles by reminding users of one 
of the basic rules for riding. 

All-Terrain Vehicles (ATV's) 


| designed for a driver only should 


never carry passengers. All such 
ATV's come with warnings from 
the manufacturer that tell opera- 
tors not to take passengers on a 
driver-only machine as it may 
cause severe injury or death. 
Cargo boxes that look like seats 
are often being added to driver- 


only ATV's to enable passengers 
to be carried. These boxes state on 
them that no passengers should 
be carried - some also state that 
carrying a passenger can cause 
Severe injury or death. Taking a 
passenger on an ATV designed 
for a driver only creates prob- 
lems in safe handling because 
the passenger is seated behind 
the rear axle and the suspension 
is not designed for carrying a 
passenger in that position. The 
only ATVs that should carry pas- 
sengers are those machines that 


are specifically designed to carry 
passengers. 

Operators should note that all 
ATV’sare prohibited from car- 
rying passengers along any ap- 
proved highways or roads, wheth- 
er the machine was designed for 
two riders or one. 

Operators of an ATVs who 
fail to follow the manufacturer's 
warnings about carrying pas- 
sengers could face Provincial or 
Criminal charges depending on 
all the circumstances if the ATV 
is involved in a collision.

Dairy in Ontario 


By Sandra Salmins 

Since 2001 annual organic milk 
production in Ontario more 
than doubled to about 10 mil- 
lion litres. And, according to 
Steve Cavell, the CEO of Ontar- 
Bio, a farmer owned coopera- 
tive, there may be room for as 
much as 3 million more litres 
to be produced here annually 
right now. 

In the 19805, pioneers in the 
organic dairy industry lobbied 
for an organic milk pool, but it 
was only in 1994 that the On- 
tario Milk Marketing Board fi- 
nally allowed the segregation 
of organic milk. Production 
began with about 13 dedicated 


farms. In 1995, 9 organic milk 


producers became members 


of OntarBio, selling products | 


under the ‘Organic Meadow’ 


label. In 1997, products were only 
sold in a few select health food 


stores, but by 1999, an ever ex- | 


panding range of Organic Mead- 
ow products started appearing. 
Milk?butter, a variety of chees- 
es, sour cream and fruit-bottom 
yogourts were on the shelves of 
some large grocery stores. Several 
other producers, initiated other 


ventures. Mapletons Organic is 


an on-farm producer and pro- 


cessor of organic ice creams that 


not only sells in Ontario, but also 
ships its premium product to Al- 
berta, Saskatchewan, Manitoba, 
Quebec, New Brunswick, and 
Nova Scotia. 

Harmony Organic Dairy Prod- 
ucts are processed by family-owned 
and operated Hewitt’s Dairy. Har- 
mony continues to carry a full line 
of fluid milk products such as milk

eight historic buildings, five of 
them original structures. The 
house was built in 1848 and, 
with its original furniture and 
other artifacts, illustrates the 
evolution of a pioneer home- 
stead from its more primitive 
stages to the elegance of late 
Victorian Canada. The house 
enjoyed continuous family 
occupation for nearly 120 
years, depicting the domes- 
tic and agricultural life of the 
O’Hara family. The sawmill, 
also built by the O’Haras, is 
reputedly the only such water- 
powered upright frame saw 


left in Ontario. It operated for 
more than 40 years and con- 
tinued to operate for several 
years as a tourist attraction. 
In addition to the mill and 
the homestead, the original 
buildings on their original sites 
also include a woodworking 
shop and a carriage house. 
The schoolhouse, blacksmith 
shop and a collection of agri- 
cultural machinery housed in 
two drive sheds are additions 
tothe museum.

The principal use of Grandma's apron was to protect the dress un-

‘From the chicken coop, the apron was used for carrying eggs, 
fussy chicks, and sometimes half- hatched eggs to be finished in the 
warming oven.

tioned in Exodus as part of 
Hebrew worship and they are 
shown decorating the robes of 
priests. They are mentioned in 
the Psalms as cymbals, how 
ever the Latin word “cymbala” 
describes both cymbals and 
bells, thus rendering Psalm 
150 to include 
upon the loud cymbals (big 
bells), praise him upon the 
well tuned cymbals (tuned 
handbells).” The early found- 
ers of the Celtic church in 
Britain, Saints Aiden, Cedd 
and Patrick, brought with 
them four sided bells sim- 
ilar to Austrian cow bells. 
In fact, handbells were the 
first bells to have appeared 
in England, the Romans us- 
ing them to summon their 
servants. Our doorbell of to- 
day originates from earlier 
bell ringing times in histo- 


‘ry, when bells were rung on 


many occasions. 

It was during the later mid- 
dle ages that the organ finally 
ousted the wind instruments, 
strings, harps and bells, and it 
is likely that the bells were rel- 
egated to cupboards and box- 
es, perhaps in the towers, to 
be rung again during the 16th 
and 17th centuries by tower 
bell ringers who found it more 
agreeable to sit inside and ring 
hand bells rather than spending 
hours in a cold church tower 
practicing ringing. 

Another factor in the devel-

opment of a hand bell must 
have been the complaints from 
the neighbors. Imagine hear- 
ing the church bells ring con- 
stantly for an hour, two hours, 
stopping, beginning again, 
and ringing for hours more. 
The good neighbor policy 
must have demanded some 
remedy. 

Twenty five years ago in Eng- 
land, most handbell owners 
were tower bell ringers or So- 
cieties, and they rang tunes 
on their bells only during the 
Christmas season, but gradu- 
ally the art of tune ringing has 
revived. Music teachers and 
other leaders have realised the 
potential of bells and many 
schools and organisations now 
include tune ringing in their 
curricula. 

In North America the hand- 
bell tune ringing revival got 
off to an earlier start during 
the mid- nineteenth century 
when a Mrs. A.A. Shurcliff 
returned home from Eng- 
land complete with a small 
set of handbells that gener- 
ated much musical interest, 
and prompted the beginning 
of hand bell choirs.

This initiative involves 
construction of a new 77-bed 
wing with improved services 
to people undergoing surgery, 
children, acute care andmen- 
tal health patients in a state- 
of-the-art facility.

Local team aids 
Katrina/Rita victims 
Peterborough/Northumberland Victim Services and SupportLink, 
Executive Director, Madge Ferguson will be leading a NOVA response 
team into Monroe, Louisiana to assist victims of Hurricanes Katrina 
and Rita. Canadian teams are responding for one-week intervals 
starting October 7th, with Madge's team leaving October 14th. 
Funded by the Ministry of the Attorney General, two staff from 
40,.VCARS sites across the province were provided with National 
Organization of Victim Assistance (NOVA) crisis response training 
over the past two years. NOVA is headquartered out of Washing- 
ton D.C. and responds to major disasters and tragedies worldwide. 
The Canadian Crisis Response Team (CRT) is part of NOVAS Di- 
vision of Victim Services. A CRT consists of service professionals 
from all over the country, typically including mental health spe- 
cialists, victim advocates, public safety professionals and members 
of the clergy, among others. The team for each disaster is formed 
in consideration of the particular Community's demographics. All 
team members are volunteers. There are three primary tasks the 


team performs: 


- Helping local decision makers plan for immediate and long-range 
care, comfort and assistance for victims, rescuers and survivors. 

- Training and supporting local caregivers who will provide long 
term assistance to the community after NOVA has departed. 

- Providing direct services through individual and group crisis 
intervention sessions as well as family companioning. 

Peterborough/Northumberland Victim Services (VCARS) is a 
community based agency, working with the OPP Peterborough, 
OPP Northumberland, Cobourg Police Services and Port Hope 
Police Services, to assist victims of crime, casualty or disaster in 
the bi-county area. On consent of the victim, the police (or other 
emergency personnel) can mobilize teams of Crisis Responders, 
usually on scene, to provide immediate crisis intervention. Imme- 
diate emotional and practical needs of the victims are addressed by 
the response teams and longer-term community referrals, as well 
as follow-up, are provided.

Hydro Fracturing is the process of using water under extreme pressure to break the 
barrier that is preventing an underground water source from flowing freely into a 
well. This is not a new technology; the process has been used in oil fields for some 
95 years. The technology is new to the water-well industry. This machine fractures 
the underground rock and opens up the fissures already existing in the rock. 


Highly Technical Machine. The high-pressure components for our machines have 
come directly from the oil fields. The machine produces over 6000 psi (pounds per 
square inch) and pumps up to 200 GPM (gallons per minute), creating an extremely 
high pressure in the well. The extreme high pressure opens blocked water veins, 
producing a higher output well. By fracturing an existing drilled well, we can 
improve the flow of the well, even if the well is considered dry, or has gone dry after 
many productive years. To fracture an existing well, there is no mess of digging up 
lawns or cutting asphalt driveways to hook up pump in new wells. The cost of 
drilling a new well can be considerable, with no guarantee of increasing the present 
GPM. To increase our success to 99%, we have developed a system called a double 
packer, where we can isolate a zone 12-20 ft. by blocking an area top and bottom, 
then put a pipe with holes in it between our packers. No pressure can go beyond the 
two packers. This allows us to open up more areas in the wells called aquifers. This 
system can also be used in wells where an area of bad water exists. We can go above 
and below where good water is found. For example, if salt or sulphur is found at the 
bottom of a well it can be plugged up and we can fracture nearer the top in the rock 
where water quality is better.

Man, 57, faces numerous 
charges in big drug bust 


Alexandria--Officers from the Stormont Dundas and Glen- 
garry OPP Detachment, OPP Drug Enforcement Section, OPP 
Emergency Response Team and K-9 Unit executed a Controlled 
Drugs and Substances Act search warrant at a residence in South

Influenza continues to hold a prominent place in the media. Just when we 
think we know everything there is to know about the flu, it does something 
new, Health professionals fear the ability of the flu virus to pass from one 
species to another. Recently, influenza virus has jumped into the dog 
population, causing significant illness. 

Canine influenza was first identified in dogs at- U.S. racetracks in 2004. 
From there, it has spread into the pet dog population as close as New York 
and Massachusetts. There are currently no confirmed cases in Canada. 
Dog flu looks much like the bacterial disease Kennel Cough; signs include 
fever, coughing, gagging, runny nose, and heavy breathing. 

As with any viral disease, there is no specific treatment to cure your dog 
once it becomes infected. Having never been exposed to flu before, your 
dog may become very ill and require hospitalization for supportive 
treatment. Dogs can develop pneumonia secondary to the flu virus, 
requiring antibiotic therapy. 

At this time, there is no vaccine for canine influenza. The virus is highly 
contagious, spreading from dog to dog through the air. People can carry 
influenza from one dog to infect another. However, there are no known 
cases of canine influenza in people. Ensure your dog’s annual physical 
examination and vaccinations are current. This will help keep your dog 
healthy, allowing the immune system to be best able to combat any 
exposure to the influenza virus.

Well, as a person growing up with childhood memories of that 
large needle, that inevitably destroyed any thought of identifying me 
as a tough kid, I am not sure about getting the flu shot. The very sight 
crumpled my knees and left me collapsed on the floor, waking upside 
down, with Dr. Parkins hanging onto my ankles with one hand and

" - I take a hard look at letting anyone for any reason pierce a long thin 
sharp thing into my arm - or butt for that matter. As a passing thought, 
then Principal Jack Reid let me:sit in his big chair, whereas I fainted 
again as I watched another person getting the dreaded needle. 

Hmmm... Do I get a flu shot? 

Well I am looking over researched material that questions vaccines 
in general, citing that vaccines have become “increasingly strident in 

. the wake of controversy regarding the mercury-containing vaccine 
_ preservative Thimerosol” which has been suggested may have been 
triggering conditions such as autism in our children for years. Thi- 
merosol, although removed from “most” vaccines is still a base in the 
flu vaccine. Hmmm.. mercpry? 

As I recall my upside down classmates, I am thinking about the 
ideas that perhaps vaccinations for smallpox and polio were deemed 
in greatness, not so much for their effectiveness, but that the diseases 
themselves were fading fast because of better nutrition and better hy- 
giene.

Why 
waste your energy and focus on 
drilling that in..wint.wint.win! 
Nobody aspires to participate in 
a sport in hopes of losing. It’s re 
dundantto constantly harp on 
that issue. A coach brings to: 
gether a group of individuals and 
attempts to make a team. To be 
a team everyone needs to “feel” 
they belong. A coach's job is to 
teach, and to pass on experiences 
and skills. If you cant, then learn to 
help athletes cultivate their skills 
and to hone their talents..”all’the 
players, regardless of whether you 
think they are good enough or 
not.

Hydro Fracturing is the process of using water under extreme pressure to break the 
barrier that is preventing an underground water source from flowing freely into a 
well. This is not a new technology; the process has been used in oil fields for some 
95 years. The technology is new to the water-well industry. This machine fractures 
the underground rock and opens up the fissures already existing in the rock. 


remember to wear a lifejacket that will fit 
over heavy clothing or better yet wear a 
floater jacket or survival suit. 

As well, always tell someone where 
you will be going and when you are ex- 
pected to be home. 

There have been 29 marine fatalities 
in Ontario this year and, of those, 20 of 
the victims were not using Personal Flo- 
tation Devices or Lifejackets. Alcohol was 
a factor in 6 of these fatalities and 21 of 
the incidents occurred in boats under 
18 feet in length. 


Highly Technical Machine. The high-pressure components for our machines have 
come directly from the oil fields. The machine produces over 6000 psi (pounds per 
square inch) and pumps up to 200 GPM (gallons per minute), creating an extremely 
high pressure in the well. The extreme high pressure opens blocked water veins, 
producing a higher output well. By fracturing an existing drilled well, we can 
improve the flow of the well, even if the well is considered dry, or has gone dry after 
many productive years. To fracture an existing well, there is no mess of digging up 
lawns or cutting asphalt driveways to hook up pump in new wells. The cost of 
drilling a new well can be considerable, with no guarantee of increasing the present 
GPM. To increase our success to 99%, we have developed a system called a double 
packer, where we can isolate a zone 12-20 ft. by blocking an area top and bottom, 
then put a pipe with holes in it between our packers. No pressure can go beyond the 
two packers. This allows us to open up more areas in the wells called aquifers. This 
system can also be used in wells where an area of bad water exists. We can go above 
and below where good water is found. For example, if salt or sulphur is found at the 
-bottom of a well it can be plugged up and we can fracture nearer the top in the rock 
where water quality is better.

While | don’t have a child in minor hockey, | do watch a lot of 
games at the local ice pad. Hockey is basically the same as when 
| played, but there seems to be one difference, which jumps out at 
me whenever | take ina match! That is the respect one player has 
for another on the ice! 

These days when youngsters hit they “hit to hurt” and 
often celebrate smashing into each other as though they were 
goals. I've seen a losing team being out scored by four or five 
goals, bang their sticks on the boards when one of them crumples 
an opponent to the ice! 
~~ Abig part of the problem | believe is the equipment that 
is worn by the kids today. Every player is dressed like a gladiator, 
so that is exactly how the game is played! As | have mentioned 
before in this column, hockey can be a violent sport and there is 
nothing wrong with a hard hitting, fast paced game, but when 
hitting is foremost on the players minds, it turns into a “roller 
derby” on ice! | 

More kids are interested in knocking their opponent to 
the ice, rather than handling the puck. 

| believe the face mask worn today is the biggest compo- 
nent on how the game has changed. The thought was right when 
the “screens” were put in place to protect the face, but has 
created a feeling of security to most players. A lot of kids think 
they are invincible and get into situations during play where they 
get hurt because of it. Sticks are high because skaters believe 
they can't get hurt by them! Masks also affect a players vision 
while on the ice, especially when the puck is in their feet. Injuries 
are caused by having your head down at the wrong time. 

Referees are affected by the “wire mesh” on the helmets 
also. They see an errant stick glance off a players face and 
instead of making the call they let it go because of no injury! If 
officials called every high stick that happens, then fans.complain 
about too many penalties! 

Being close to the half-century. mark in age | did not wear 
a “face shield” during my minor hockey career and with the 
“security” of the mask | would not have learned an important 
lesson in Midget hockey! A broken nose from a sucker punch! 
Talking when | should have been listening!

The trail that heads north from 
Hwy. # 7 just east of Marmora , 


winds its way through all types of 


terrain, some of it quite challeng- 
ing, right through to Millbridge. 


This trail is also. regularly used 


by four wheelers, horseback rid- 
ers, and of course, the Marmora 
Dog Sled Races. We have seen the 
unique trail grooming machine 
that is used to maintain and groom 
the trail for everyone's use. Such 
costs must be recovered, because 
although the labour, and often ma- 
terials are donated, there are real 
costs that need to be addressed. 
With continued use of the trails, 
and the benefits becoming more 
evident, most users understand the 
need for a “Trail permit” that is 
after all, a quite reasonable fee for 
almost unlimited access to useable 
trails year round. 

Cross country skiers and snow- 
shoers as well, can easily benefit 
from the many miles of groomed 
trails available every winter.

Halloween--also known as the Day of the Dead and All Souls’ 

Day, on which night the souls of the dead were expected 

to return for a long-awaited meal with their fdmilies. The 

family lighted the way, by setting candles in the window. 

They set another place at table for the arrival, and children 

plied their villages begging food for the dead, which was 
» - later donated to charity. 

It was the custom at Halloween, years ago, when we had out- 
houses, that pranksters would tip them over. I remember well, 
my Grandfather, waiting for the Halloween pranksters to get 
the first and last laugh with smelly old rotten eggs. He waited 
patiently in the lilac bushes snickering to himself. Other ways 
of getting back at the Halloween pranksters were to move the 
outhouse back a few feet. Couldn't have been a pretty sight. 

The custom of Halloween and the favourite pranks of tip- 
ping outhouses came to Canada in the 1840's by the Irish 


immigrants fleeing the potato famine. Another of their pop- 
ular pranks was unhinging gates and fence posts. 


So why do we dress up wearing fearsome masks and 
costumes? The ancient Celts thought that witches and ghosts 
roamed the countryside on the night of October 31. In or- 
der to frighten and confuse them, they wore masks and 
costumes while walking outside at night. 

The reason we go door to door saying “Trick or Treat” and 
asking for candy is that on October 31, the Irish lit bonfires 
to scare off wandering ghosts and held a feast in honour 
of the Lord of the Dead. They went door to door seeking 
food and wood for a festival. Donors received their bless- 
ing while misers were given a curse. 

Halloween, it is when “things” go bump in the night. 
Witches and warlocks, ghosts, goblins, vampires and ghouls, 
skeletons and creepy-crawlers parade the streets and the 
imagination takes on twisted fun.

Elimination diet trials involve patience for both the pet and the owner: 
most trials must last at least 12 weeks, and “cheating” can cause the diet 
to fail. Doggie junk food and table scraps can make our fancy new diets 
invalid, 

Although dogs and cats do very well on a good premium pet food, some 
need specialized diets. If your pet is prone to itchy, red skin or constant 
bouts of vomiting/diarrhea, he or she may have a food allergy.

This man has always 
been one of my heros, right along side of “Clem Caddile Hopper”; both of 
whom have inspired me with their simplicities and utter truth. They fol- 
lowed their true path in life. Schultz belived in the truth(of innocence, being 
a special truth. His work inspired, healed and taught us all what it means 
to be part of the human family. 

In 1943, at 20, Schulz was drafted into the Army. Schulz served as a ma- 
chine-gun squad leader in Germany, France, and Austria. He later wrote, 
“The Army taught me all | needed to know about loneliness.”

2. Name three friends who have helped you through a difficult time. 

3. Name five people who have taught you something worthwhile. 

4. Think of a few people who have made you feel appreciated and spe- 
cial. 

5. Think of five people you enjoy spending time with. 

Easier? 

The lesson: The people who make a difference in your life are not the 
ones with the most credentials, the most money, or the most awards. They 
are the ones that care. 

“Dont worry about the world coming to an end today. It's already to- 
morrow in Australia.” (Charles Schultz) 

It is with a smile that I discover, yet never knew, and will probably forget 
that: Schulz won his first Reuben Award in 1955; that he became the first 
cartoonist to be awarded two Reubens; that, the International Pavilion of 
Humor in Montreal named Schulz Cartoonist of the Year. 

What I do remember is the warmth of his character and characters and 
the mighty “Red Baron’.

Veteran Don Ash Remembers 


By LJ. Jackson 


Madoc - Veteran Don 
Ash joined the army on 
September 2nd. 1942. He 
remembers that well, but 
there are some things he 


- remembers, that are too 


difficult to talk about. 

“I had applied for the 
RCMP and before I got 
to Cobourg to get my 
uniform, I got my call.” 
Don Ash, member of the 
Madoc Legion said he had 
been turned down by the 
army twice previously, the 
first time because he was 
too young and the second 
for medical reasons. “But 
in 1942 they were taking 
anybody that was walk- 
ing. I had two brothers in 
England; Tommy and Reu- 
ben. Reuben was with the 
Hasty P’s and was killed 
in Italy. I lost two cousins 
as well.” 

“[ was young and single 
and the army offered good 
pay. Don said, “It never 
came into my mind that 
I might die.” 

At the end of March in 
1943, Don landed in Scot- 
land with the 3rd Division 
Signals and trained further 
in Cove England before go- 
ing to France, “I remember 
water proofing the vehicles. 


me; 


Tranquil you lie, your knightly virtue proved 
Your memory hallowed in the land you loved. 
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O valiant heroes, who to your glory came 


Through dust of conflict and through battle 
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When we water proofed them 
we could drive through three 
feet of water.” 

Don was there for the inva- 
sion of France. He recalls wir- 
ing tor the telecommunications, 
up high on the telephone poles, 
an easy target. They were up 
the poles until, “the Jerries kept 
firing at us.... We kept moving 
from place to place and didn't 


_ have-time to dig a trench. We 


slept under the trucks or a can- 
vas tarp. The bombing was so 
bad, all the personnel had to 
sleep with helmets on... Yep, | 
was praying all the time.”

He remembers the gift of but- 
ter he received from his sister in 
the Christmas of 1944.

Obviously we know nothing 
about this particular family, but 
all too frequently dads are out 
of the picture long before any 
labour pains. They spend an eve- 
ning, if that, as part of a woman's 
life, and they're gone. 

While this may not have 
much of an impact on these 
‘men’s lives, it certainly has an 
impact on the children’s. For 
years governments have been 
vowing to end child poverty, 
but it’s doubtful they can make 
real headway until we change 
our behaviour. Over 52% of chil- 
dren in single parent homes 
live in poverty, Compared with 

1% of children in two-parent 
families. Child poverty is not an 
bconomic issue as Much as itis 
a family issue. When men leave, 
their kids grow up poor. 

And their kids may also 
grow up with unstable par- 
ents, as these kids certainly 
did. In a home with two par- 
ents, if one starts feeding an 
addiction, becomes abusive, 
or exhibits a mental disorder, 
there's another parent to step 
in. When there's only one par- 
ent, the kids are held captive to 
that parent's whims. But it isnt 
just having a dad that makes 
these kids better off. Dads, you 
see, bring something else to 
the equation. With a dad often 
comes another set of grandpar- 
1Q with various 


sins, and 
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those safety checks, as far too 
many families do.| can't help 
feeling, in reading stories like 
this, that our society takes the 
act that creates these children 
far too cavalierly. If you're not 
willing to commit to look after 
any children that may come 
out of a brief relationship, then 
you should not be having a 
brief relationship. It's incredibly 
selfish to put your own fleet- 
ing pleasure above the well- 
being of children you may 
bring into a rather desperate, 
and grim, situation. 

Many men, | believe, have 
lingering doubts as to whether 
there are little juniors running 
around out there. To investi- 
gate, though, is a big risk that 
could disrupt their lives and 
their bank accounts. Howev- 
er, dontwe owe something 
to honour, loyalty, and duty? 
Why not pick up the phone? 
You don't have to become a 
super dad if you dont want 
to, but at least make sure the 
kids are Okay, and that they 
have enough money to get 
by. Some women, of course, 
may resent the intrusion or 
fear your motives, but your 
kids still deserve to know 
they are valued. Their lives 
may have started.off by ac- 
cident, but they don't need 
to be defined that way. If we 
treat kids, and the act that cre- .

Marg Dooher discussed 
clean-up of the flower beds 
maintained by the Society. The 
entry way into town will be first 
on the agenda this week. A total 
of 290 purple tulip bulbs were 
purchased by the Society from 
the O.H.A. for fall planting in 
the town gardens. 

Mary Weilandt distributed 
bulbs ordered by members. She 
also had some advice on grow- 
ing chrysanthemums. She had 
stopped planting mums in the 
fall, since they never seemed to 
survive the winter. Instead, buy 
plants in the spring. Pinch back 


the first buds in May. Continue 
pinching twice more until July, 
so that the plant will bloom in 
the fall. Don’t cut back the plant 
for winter. Water well, and fer- 
tilize. Mulch well. This should 
bring the plant safely through 
the winter. 

Glenn Bennett then intro- 
duced speaker Wanita DeVries, 
assisted by her sister Johanna. 
Wanita works in a Belleville 
flower shop. Both of these Dutch 
sisters sell at Farmer's Markets in 
Campbellford and Tweed. 

Wanita brought a partly com- 
pleted swag, and explained how 
she made the base. Chicken 
wire is laid out, cut to the size 
you desire. A large amount 
of sheet moss is laid over the 
wire. A strong length of rope 
is laid on top of the first layer 
of moss, from one end to the 
other. This adds strength to the 


swag. More moss is added and” 


the whole mass is pressed in- 
side the chicken wire in a cres- 
cent shape. The ends are tapered 
by winding rope around them. 
Wanita explained that her swag 
was based on a European de- 
sign which they copied from a 
Dutch magazine. 

For decorating, she has a glue 
gun and refills, floral tape, flo- 
ral wire, and U-shaped floral 
pins. Then from their farmland, 
roadsides and woods, they gath- 
ered decorative pieces such as 
wheat, corn broom, leaves of 
plume grass, cones of various 


sizes, birch bark and dry moss. 
From a dollar store she bought 
a number of white carnation- 
like flowers. 

Wheat and corn broom were 
grouped in small bunches and 
glued along the swag. The leaves 
of plume grass are folded over 
to form green loopy swatches 
and glued and pinned along 
the swag. Wanita stands back 
to look at her creation and de- 
tect any bare spots to be filled. 
Cones with wooden picks fill 
spaces ts do longer and larger 
cones glued to the swag. 


Dry pieces of gray rock moss 
are glued in other spaces. Lastly, 
the white artificial flowers are 
added by pushing their glued 
wire stems into the swag. 

The finished swag could be 
mounted on a mantelpiece, used 
as a table centerpiece, or hung 
from a suitable place by attach- 
ing securely with strong wire 
hangers. 

Wanita said that if this was 


_ sold in a flower shop it would 


probably cost about $250.00, 
since they would have to buy 
all the materials. If she were 
selling it at market, she would 
probably charge around $75 
since all her decorative pieces 
were mostly cost free.

«| Road associations, 
council debate issues 


By Nancy Derrer 

Havelock - Representatives of the McCoy Bay, 
Narrows Point and Jacks Lake Road Associa- 
tons met with Havelock-Belmont-Methuen 
Council at its Nov. 15 meeting to present a 
proposal concerning road maintenance. The 
group was requesting funding for mainte- 
nance and snow plowing for roads that have 
been maintained by 1 13 cottagers who live on 
McCoy Bay Road and 116 cottagers who live 
on Narrows Point Road. 

“We feel that we recetve few municipal ser- 
vices for the taxes paid and, if the municipality 
helped with road maintenance, it would ease the 
burden on our cottagers” council was told. 

The roads were originally constructed by 
developers and each person bought the right- 
of-way, a one-time fee, from the developer. 
Since then, each cottager has been paying a 
set amount to providing snow plowing and 
road maintenance: one group is paying $250 
this year to maintain 20 km of road for a total 
cost of $30,900; a second group of cottagers is 


paying $200 each to maintain 30km of road 


(total $33,900). The roads are plowed and 


sanded in winter; last summer 700 tonnes of 


gravel was applied to one of the roads, plus 
the volunteers do culvert repair and replace- 
ment, removal of the occasional beaver dam 
and some signage and third-party liability 
insurance. Costs have increased 30 per cent 
over the past five years. 

A periphery issue was the increase in as- 
sessment of waterfront properties. 

Reeve Ron Gerow reported that he and 


Peterborotugh City Councilor Terry Guiel are 


meeting Nov. 16 with the provincial Ombuds- 
man about Current Market Value assessment. 
Their position is that the burden of taxation 
should be shifted from homeowners. As well, 
MPP Jeff Leal is working to set up an appoint- 
ment with the board of MPAC and represen- 
tatives of the Ministry of Finance. 

“The actual proposals that we havetto find 
new ways of acepmplishing tasks facing us (as 
municipalities), Gerow said, adding “we would 
like to work with your groups and came up 
with a reasonable resolution.’ 


Gerow noted that Council will be work- 
ing with other groups concerns over the next 
few months. 

This year, H-B-M maintained 120 mules 
of road for a total cost of $920,000. In addi- 
ton, the County maintains some roads. The 
municipality's goal is to retain roads at an ac 
ceptable level while keeping property taxes 
reasonable. 

“Two years ago, we dropped the tax rate 
8.5 per cent due to the assessment increase, 
the County increased its tax rate 11 per cent at 
the same time to meet responsibilities down- 
loaded by the province, Since Jan. 1, 1998, 
the County has absorbed $14 in downloads. 
Currently, the County's share is 53-47 but 
it could be 60/40 (County-municipality) in 
the near future.” 

This issue was referred to the Public Works 
and Property Committee for discussion and 
a decision. In the meantime, Deputy Reeve 
Bob Watson recommended that the road 
associations post signs saying the roads are

The aircraft which gave such an emotional response to the fly pass from those who attended Remem- 
brance Day Ceremonies at the Campbellford Cenotaph was provided by owner Dave Carlaw, and flown 
by pilot Mark Pollock of Peterborough, accompanied by Paul Bowyer from Cobourg. 

This aircraft, RCAF # 3445, manufacturer Serial Number 64*3019, was one of a second contingent of 
119 aircraft (111 out of 230 already delivered) en route for France when she was overrun by the Nazi's 
in June 1940. Shipment was halted, and the aircraft were purchased for the British Commonwealth Air 
Training Plan (BCATP), which was run in Canada by the Royal Canadian Air Force. 

The aircraft was “Struck off Strength’ on September 25, 1946, 6 years to the day after beginning service, 
and had a wartime flight time of 2302.55 hours. 

After the war, 3445 plus about 38 other Yales were purchased by Mr. Ernie Simmons of Tillsonburg, 
Ontario who kept them until his untimely death (after a violent encounter with thieves) nearly 1970. At 
government auction, it was purchased by Bob Ratcliffe of St. Marys, Ontario for $280 and was slowly resur- 
rected to fly again in 1985. It was in turn purchased by Mr. David Carlaw of Campbellford, Ontario in early 


1994 and is now based at the Peterborough; Ontario Airport.’

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EDITORIAL 


Canada’s Supreme Court up- 
held a Toronto bylaw banning 
pesticides on Wednesday. Envi- 
ronmental and health groups 
applauded the decision, up- 
holding aiban they say allows 
cities across the country to stop 
the use of controversial lawn 
chemicals. : 

The court refused to hear an 
appeal of the Toronto ban by 
Croplife Canada, a trade asso- 
ciation that includes pésticide 
producers. It’s a final blow to 
Croplife, which had asked the 


high court to hear the case af- 


ter the ban was upheld by the 
Ontario Court of Appeal in 
May. 

“It's been three courts now 
that have looked at this case 
and six judges have all said now 
that Croplife Canada doesn't 
have a case,” said Justin Dun- 
can of the Sierra Legal Defence 
Fund. “Municipalities have the 
jurisdiction to enact pesticide 
reduction bylaws.” That means 
pesticide company advocates 
can no longer question a mu- 


nicipality’s right to enforce pes- 
ticide bans. 

The Canadian Association of 
Physicians for the Environment 
was one of six groups opposing 
the companies at the Supreme 
Court. “This is a green light for 


pesticide bylaws all around the 


country,’ said the groups execu- 
tive director, Gideon Forman, 
about the court's decision. 

Health studies, scientific ev- 
idence and the more than 70 
municipalities that have adopt- 
ed bylaws will all help sway the 
decision-makers. “It's a question 
of when, not if?’ said Alex Cul- 
len, Ottawa councillor who has 
been urging his municipality to 
pass a by-law, “The writing is 
on the wall?” 

“And this strengthens the au- 
thority of not just Toronto ... 


but basically reinforces all of 


the cities within Canada that 
they now have a firm basis in 
order to regulate these prod- 
ucts,” added Alderman Barry 
Erskine of Calgary. 

“In my opinion this decision 


paves the way for citizens to 
challenge the legality of mu- 
nicipal councils refusing to 
enact pesticide bylaws,” said 
Lesley Forrester, a member of 
the coalition of groups press- 
ing for a pesticide control by- 
law in Prince Edward County. 
“Over 6,000 family physicians 
in Canada, the Chief Medical 
Officer of Health for the Prov- 
ince of Ontario and the Cana- 
dian Public Health Association, 
among others, are all calling 
for by-laws. So the next step 
will be for the courts to start 
holding municipalities liable 
for protecting the healthof their 
citizens, 

“T wouldn't be the least bit 
surprised to see a class action 
lawsuit one of these days. By 
denying by-laws, municipali- 
ties are favoring the opinions of 
industry which has a pecuniary 


_ interest in preventing this legis- 


lation. What grounds would a 
municipality have in court for 
refusing to listen to the medical 
profession and instead listening

the problem. If we can help our 


kids notice their’thin icesigns, — 


then we can help them avoid 
bad choices later on. 

One of the best ways to help 
our kids succeed, then, is to de- 
feat some of our negative family 
patterns, like alcoholism, mar- 
rying losers, or becoming too 
emotionally enmeshed with 
your mom. That's hard to do, 
because it means admitting 
where we may have made 
mistakes, or even where our 
parents made mistakes. It's so 
much easier to pretend that 
there’s nothing wrong. 

In fact, pretending is a com- 
mon trait in many families with 
heavy psychological baggage. 
The usual reaction when a child 
points out that something Is 
odd is to tell the child that they 
are the odd-one for thinking 
that. Youre not messed up; your 
kid's interpretation of the situa- 
tion is. So if your child wonders 
why Daddy passes out at night 
and gets really angry and talks 
funny, you say Daddy's just tired. 
You can't admit he’s an alco- 
holic because then youd have 
to deal with it. Or if your child 
thinks Grandma and Grandpa 
are mean for constantly criticiz- 
ing, never smiling, and forbid- 
ding any noise, you tell them 
that Grandma and Grandpa are 
saints because you cant deal 
with the fact that your parents 
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,_ inyourfamily, you can get help. 


ings. Children, after all;do 
know when there's some- 
thing wrong. If they're not 
allowed to talk about it they 
shove it inside, where it's go- 
ing tocome out sooner or lat- 
er, often in poor choices you 
would rather they avoid. 

Tolstoy once wrote“all hap- 
py families resemble one an- 
other, but each unhappy famn- 
ily is unhappy in its own way! 
Perhaps one of the reasons his 
statement rings true is that 
unhappy families are often 
unhappy because they can- 
not speak of the source of the 
problem. The children are not 
even supposed to admit that 
they‘re unhappy, so each un- 
happy family suffers alone. If 
we can develop the psycho- 
logical fortitude to face some 
of our demons, though, then 
we allow our children to face 
theirs, too. Shine light on the 
problem, even if it makes you 
uncomfortable, even if it breaks 
your fragile relationship with 
your momand your child can 
work through his or her hurt: 
Some things, after all, are bet- 
ter left behind. 

If you have a problem with 
alcoholism, abuse, or drug use

« Serevent, Foradil or Advair 
should never be used to treat 
acute or sudden onset of asthma 
symptoms and attacks. 

« Symbicort is not indicated 
for the treatment of sudden asth- 
ma symptoms and attacks. 

« Oxeze may be used to treat 


acute, or the sudden onset of 


asthma symptoms, in patients 
12 years and older.

possible pandemic 


Health ministers and delegates 
from 30 countries and nine in- 
ternational organizations from 
all parts of the world called for 
accelerated efforts to prepare 
for a possible influenza pan- 
demic. 

They cautioned against con- 
fusion between normal seasonal 
influenza, the current outbreak 
of avian (bird) flu in some re- 
gions, and a possible human 
pandemic. 

But they said it is essential to 
monitor the bird flu situation 
more closely and step up work 
to prevent and counter a human 
influenza pandemic. 

“We recognize that we are all 
in this together and what affects 
one country can ultimately af- 
fect us all,” said Health Minis- 
ter Ujjal Dosanjh, who chaired 
the meeting. 

“We have been guided by two 
over-riding principles: First, ev- 
eryone agrees it is critical that 
countries urgently and proac- 
tively share information if and 


‘when an infectious outbreak 


occurs. Second, we must con- 
tinue to support the leading role 
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of multilateral institutions such ° 


as the United Nations.” 

Some of the key recommen- 
dations include: 

* increased research on avian 
influenza viruses, including their 
ability to spread from animals 
to humans; 

« increased capacity for ear- 
ly detection, diagnosis and re- 
sponse, and for the exchange 
of information between the ag- 
riculture and health sectors at 
the local, national and interna- 
tional levels; 

* expansion and integration 
of the network of relevant WHO 
collaborating centres and FAO- 
OIE reference laboratories, for 
the rapid identification of vi- 
rus strains; 

« development of bio-security 
guidelines for the poultry sec- 
tor to help farming communi- 
ties ensure appropriate animal 
and public health standards for 
the raising, handling and trans- 
porting of potentially flu-bear- 
ing animals; 

+ development of effective 
partnerships with media and 
other key stakeholders for the

Slipcovers Offer 
instant Room Redo 


There are many reasons to use 
slipcovers in your home. Perhaps 
you've just moved, and your cur- 
rent sofa set doesn't quite match the 
new color scheme. Maybe you've 
just had a baby and you want to 
protect your furniture from wear 
and tear. Or you like the versatility 


of being able to change the look of 


a room ona whim. Whatever the 
reason, here are some handy tips 
when considering slipcovers. 

Slipcovers come in different 
types, varying by fit and price, 
color and pattern. The most ba- 
sic is a loose-fitting cover that can 
be tossed over the sofa to cover it. 
There is little tucking required, 
or shape to this type of slipcover. 
Typically, this is an inexpensive 
find carried by most major depart- 
ment stores. 

The next grade of slipcover is 
one that is more fitted. It might 
be constructed with elastic around 
the base skirt, and it will proba- 
bly be a little more tailored to fit 
the shape of a sofa. It will not be a 
custom-fit — you'll still have to do 
your share of tucking and adjust- 
ing to achieve a look that closely 
resembles an upholstered sofa — 
but it will be appealing to the eye. 
Select department stores carry fit- 
ted slipcovers as well as specialty 
interior design shops. ~ 

Custom-designed slipcovers are 
the priciest of the bunch. Here, your 
sofa is measured by a representative 
from the slipcover manufacturer, 
interior designer or furniture store, 
and a slipcover is manufactured to 
the exact specifications. Oftentimes, 
matching pillow covers are includ- 
ed as well. This option gives you a 
look that most resembles an uphol- 
stered sofa, with the convenience 
of a cover that can in many cases 
be removed and laundered. 

Each slipcover manufacturer 
will offer guidelines on choosing 
one that is the right size. They will 
probably carry standard sizes, such 
as recliner, large chair, love seat and 
sofa. Follow the manufacturers’ di- 
rections for measuring across the 
width of your furniture to deter- 


mine the cover that will be the clos- 


est fit. Some other ways to achieve 
a proper fit include: 

+ Tucking trouble — If your sofa 
is void of a suitable tucking area, 
meaning there is no crease between 
the sofa back and the arms, create 
neat pleats in the slipcover, by fold- 
ing over sections, and then tuck as 
usual into where the bottom cush- 
ions meet the seat back. 

» Thin arms — Beet up the arms 


of vour sota with som sholsters

« Slipping and sliding — If you 
are placing a slipcover over a leather 
or vinyl sofa, it may slide around a 
bit. Use nonskid strips, similar to 
those used under area rugs, placed 
directly on the sofa before you put 
on your slipcover to keep things 
in place. 

* Techniques for tucking — 
Use a wooden spoon to tuck into 
hard-to-reach areas. In addition, 


use a magazine rolled up and se- 


cured with a rubber band or spe- 
cially-designed foam tubes sold at 
stores that carry slipcovers. They 
often may also be ordered direct- 
ly from slipcover manufacturers. 
Consult with the store for more 
information, 

« Wrinkle reducer — To take care 
of wrinkles, throw the slipcover in 
the dryer with a damp towel for a 
few minutes. Just check the clean- 
ing and care tag first to make sure 
the dryer won't damage the fabric. 
In many case§, the dryer can also 
be used to shrink the slipcover to 
ensure a better fit. 

‘There are many fabrics and styles 
used today for premade slipcov- 
ers. They're designed to be durable 
and easy to care for. It is easy to 
locate a cover that will work for 
your particular design scheme. 
Here are some common fabrics 
and their wearability, courtesy of 
Kohl's department store:

Schools get active 


Elementary schools across On 
tario will be getting more active. 
This comes in the wake of a new 
mandate announced in Octo 
ber, Gerard Kennedy, Minister 
of Education. 

‘The new mandate requires that 
all elementary schools, provide 
students with the opportunity 
to be active for a minimum of 20 
minutes a day. The daily physical 
activity (DPA) component will 
support existing physical edu 
cation classes that typically take 
place twice or three times a week 
for 30 to 40 minutes for elemen- 
tary students. Two-thirds of Ca- 
nadian children are not active 
enough for healthy growth and 
development. Regular physical 
activity offers benefits for chil- 
dren. It builds strong muscles and 
bones and strengthened hearts. 
It also improves self-esteem and 
behaviour and increases students’ 
ability to learn and to maintain a 
healthy weight. 

“Daily physical activity couldnt 
come at ebetter time,’ says Jennifer 
Ronan, a public health nurse with 
the Hastings & Prince-Edward 
Counties Health Unit. “Children 
today need to get moving more. 
School is the one place where all 
children can have the same chance 
to learn how to be active now and 
for the future? 

The Life Works School Work- 
ing Group supports local schools 
in implementing more physical 
activity. In September, all elemen- 
tary school principals in Hast- 
ings and Prince Edward counties 
received a DPA booklet to help 


them get their schools moving. As . 
well, all local elementary schools: 


will be receiving a new resource 
titled Words in Motion and a set 
of alphabet beanbags. The new 
resource, created by the Hastings 
& Prince Edward District School 
Board, the Hastings & Prince Ed- 
ward Counties Health Unit and 
LifeWorks, helps integrate physi- 
cal activity with literacy.

Although as yet no notice has 
been given the Warrens, letters 
submitted to local media would 
suggest the Lions Club has chosen, 
for whatever reason, to decline all 
involvement in this event which 
continues to benefit the area in 
sO many ways. 

Ifa service clubs mandate is to 
serve, then this would seem an un- 
fortunate decision indeed.

By preparing properly and 
staying weather-wise, you can 
help ensure your winter is safe 
and enjoyable. If you must go 
out during unfavorable win- 
ter conditions, dress accord- 
ingly. Allow plenty of time 
to arrive at your destination, 
drive cautiously or consider 
taking public transit. Even a 
light snowfall can make the 


roads slippery. If you're travel- 
ing, keep a winter emergency 
pack in your car; check weath- 
er and road conditions be- 
fore you leave. Keep others 
informed of your schedule and 
route and let them know you 
have arrived safely. Environ- 
ment Canada provides weather 
information and warnings to 
radio and television stations 
and this information is also 
available in some areas through 
special services such as VHF- 
FM Weatheradio and cable 
television stations. Weather 
forecasts are also available on 
recorded phone lines and on 
the Internet at www.weather- 
office.ec.gc.ca. 


Province protects health of wildlife 


TORONTO — The province is 
taking action to protect Ontario 
wildlife from Chronic Wasting 
Disease by stopping the trans- 
port of certain deer and elk parts 
into the province, Natural Re- 
sources Minister David Ram- 
say announced today. 

There are no known cases 
of Chronic Wasting Disease in 
Ontario but we must contin- 
ue to be vigilant,” said Ram- 
say. “This government is tak- 
ing measures to minimize the 
potential impact of this disease 
on Ontario ’s wildlife, biodiver- 
sity, the environment and the 
economy. 

The ministry is implementing 
a regulation that bans hunters 
and others from bringing high- 
risk parts of deer a elk from 


other jurisdictions into Ontario . 
A Chronic Wasting Disease Sur- 
veillance and Response plan has 
been developed by the ministries 
of Natural Resources, Agricul- 
ture, Food and Rural Affairs, and 
Health and Long-Term Care, 
along with the Canadian Food 
Inspection Agency. There is no 
evidence to date that Chronic 
Wasting Disease is a health risk 
to humans. 

“We will also work with deer 
and elk farmers as they imple- 
ment the elements of the response 
plan that apply to their farming 
operations, said Agriculture, 
Food and Rural Affairs Minis- 
ter Leona Dombrowsky. 

The response plan sets out pri- 
Orities for monitoring for Chronic 
Wasting Disease. It also sets out 


actions to control, eradicate and 
recover if the disease is found in 
Ontario wildlife. The Ministry 
of Natural Resources has tested 
wild deer since 2002. This year 
it is expanding the testing to a 
larger geographic area in central 
and eastern Ontario .

CVCA General Manager 
Ken Phillips noted that the 
recent wet weather played a 
huge role in helping to al- 
leviate the situation. Phil- 
lips stated that ‘flow rates 
have risen to meet the flow 
rate required to downgrade 
the watershed to a Level | 
status. We are hopeful that 
the trend continues over the 
next few weeks and that the 
situation improves to normal 
seasonal conditions. 


Phillips also reminded res- 
idents in the watershed that 
even though the situation 
has improved, there is still 
a Level I drought, residents 
are encouraged to voluntarily 
reduce water consumption 
by 10 per cent or more. 


The CVCA will continue 
to monitor the situation over 
the coming weeks. If you

He’s Just Getting Old... 


Fluffy is 16 years old. He has always been a healthy cat‘but recently he’s 
losing a lot of weight. His appetite is great but he looks old and thin. His 
voice has changed from a meow toa yowl. Normally a quiet cat that sleeps 
most of the day, Fluffy has been racing around, and pacing in the night. 
Hyperthyroidism is one possible reason for Fluffy’s chariges. Thyroid 
hormone controls the body's metabolism; with hyperthyroidism the 
metabolism is dangerously high. Hyperthyroid cats (it's rare in dogs) can 
develop chronic diarrhea or vomiting and severe muscle wasting. High 
blood pressure then heart failure is common if this condition remains 
untreated. 

The good news: hyperthyroidism is easily diagnosed and, in many cases, 
easy to treat. A general physical exam and blood panel cap tell if your cat 
is hyperthyroid. Treatment can range from medications to surgery. Fussy 
older cats that can’t tolerate tablets are treated with a transdermal 
(“through-the-skin”) gel applied to the inside of the ear. Response to 
medication is usually prompt and very effective. Not all skinny old cats 
are hyperthyroid, but we recommend an annual blood screen including a 
thyroid check for all older cats. 

Our pets are living longer, healthier lives so “geriatric” diseases such as 
hyperthyroidism are more prevalent. If your older cat has any of Fluffy’s 
clinical signs, especially weight loss with a normal or increased appetite, 
please book a general physical examination. Your cat who is “just getting 
old” may have a treatable medical condition!

Nowadays, where glass encircles the entire surface, there was 
only wire screen to keep pucks from leaving the contest at each 
end and absolutely nothing along the sides where most fans stood 
to watch the action 7 

The “sin bin” (penalty box) was a wood bench on the south side 
between blue lines where combatants would sit beside each other 
after toiling on the ice! 

You could find yourself falling on your face after tripping over 
the countless bumps on the sheet of ice in front of team benches, 
formed from water leaking through the roof of the “dome”. 

Resurfacing the playing area was at one time done manually 
by lining up five or six players with shovels overlapping and 
skating the oval until clean! 

Then a wheeled container of water with cloth dragging the rear 
was pulled by hand over the same spot to produce a new layer of 
“frozen track”! 

In the early Spring when temperatures were rising, young 
house leaguers would be drenched with freezing water while 
competing on ice that was melting and sitting six inches deep on 
the playing surface. 

As a youngster you could have the best seat in the house for a 
game by climbing up into the wood rafters with your friends and 
cheering on the hometown heroes! - 

The facility in those days was also used for local curlers and it 
was evident on certain occasions when it felt like you were skating 
on marbles after a night of “rock throwing”! 

snow days took a whole meaning as kids raced-to the “barn” 
where they skated all day and were only out a dollar (and breath) 
for hours of enjoyment! | 

Playing Minor hockey, you realized now that the “friendly 
surroundings” of the “domed palace” won us a lot of games by 
knowing certain bounces and secrets that visiting clubs did not! 
My only sad thoughts of the “legendary structure” is that it did not 
see an Q.M.H.A. championship winning game for Stirling in its 
lifetime. 

| happened to be part of two Provincial Champion teams during 
the use of the “tin building”, but both clinching victories took place 
in visiting rinks. 

With the Legion Pee-Wees in 1970, Stirling's first ever title was 
captured on. the ice in Waterford (Six Nations) and in 1976 as 
Bird's |.G.A. Juveniles it was won in the village of Glencoe!

Dombrowsky Announces 
Improvements to Drive Clean 


Changes to Ontarios Drive Clean 
program that exempt newer ve- 
hicles will save money for Ontar- 
io families, Leona Dombrowsky 
MPP said today. 

“The McGuinty government 
is keeping its promise to make 
the program more efficient and 
cost effective by exempting newer 
cars that are less likely to pollute,’ 
said Dombrowsky.

As Environment Minister, 
Dombrowsky initiated a science- 
based review of Drive Clean. 
The review demonstrated that 
the program is successful in re- 


Dramatic Changes in 
CPR Guidelines 


New emergency care guide- 


lines include dramatic changes 


to CPR and emphasis on chest 
compressions, according to the 
Heart and Stroke Foundation 
of Canada, co-author of the 
2005 Guidelines for Cardiopul- 
monary Resuscitation (CPR) 
arid Emergency Cardiovascu- 
lar Care (ECC).. ‘ 
The most significant change 
to CPR is to the ratio of chest 
compressions to rescue breaths - 
- from 15 compressions for every 
two rescue breaths in the 2000 
guidelines to 30 compressions 
for every two rescue breaths 
in the 2005 guidelines. The 
change resulted from studies 
that showed that blood circula- 
tion decreased when compres- 
sions were interrupted, and time 
was being wasted after every 
interruption because it takes 
several compressions to build 
up enough pressure to begin 
circulating blood again. 
This is the most significant 
change since CPR’s ingeption in 
the early 1960s. The 2005 guide- 
lines emphasize that high-qual- 
ity CPR, particularly effective 
chest compressions, contrib- 
utes significantly to the suc- 


cessful resuscitation of cardiac 
arrest victims. Studies show 
that effective chest compres- 
sions create more blood flow 
through the heart to the rest 
of the body, buying a few criti- 
cal minutes until defibrillation 
can be attempted. The guide- 
lines recommend that rescu- 
ers minimize interruptions to 
chest compressions and suggest 
that rescuers “push hard and 
push fast” when giving chest 
compressions. 

“The 2005 guidelines take 
a ‘back to basics’ approach to 
resuscitation,” said Dr. Michael 
Shuster, one of the expert au- 
thors of the guidelines and 
Chair of the Heart and Stroke 
Foundation of Canada’s Pol- 
icy Advisory Committee on 
Resuscitation. “Since the 2000 
guidelines, new research and 
information has strengthened 
the emphasis on effective CPR 
as a critically important step in 
helping save lives. CPR is easy 
to learn and easy to do, and the 
Foundation believes the 2005 
guidelines will help increase 
the number of people able to 
perform effective CPR.” 

Every year about 1,000,000 


Canadians are trained in CPR, 
with materials based on the 
Heart and Stroke Foundation’s 
guidelines. According to a na- 
tional survey recently conducted 
by the Heart and Stroke Foun- 
dation, 63% of Canadians said 
that they have received CPR 
training. Of those who have 
not been trained, nearly one 
quarter said that “not enough 
time/no opportunity” were their 
main reasons for not taking 
CPR training. “The Heart and 
Stroke Foundation is always 
looking for ways to deliver bet- 
ter, more effective CPR train- 
ing and encourage the public 
to get training, says Dr. An- 
thony Graham, a Heart and 
Stroke Foundation spokesper- 
son and long time advocate for 
CPR. “Some new training op- 
tions will be introduced early 
in 2006 that will take as little as 
30 minutes, and can be done in 
the person’s own home. There's 
no excuse for not learning this 
lifesaving skill, particularly if 
you are living with or caring 
for someone with known heart 
disease or who is at risk for its 
development,” says the cardi- 
ologist.

Minister refuses to increase 
mandatory prison sentences 


Prince Edward-Hastings MP 
Daryl Kramp is disappointed 
that Justice Minister Irwin Cotler 
has refused to increase manda- 


tory minimum prison sentences - 


on most gun offences today de, 
spite a massive increase in gun 
and gang violence over the past 
twelve months. 

“I am truly disturbed that this 
government would table legisla- 
tion today which does not con- 
tain any reforms to the four-year 
mandatory minimum prison sen- 
tences outlined in the Criminal 
Code” Kramp stated. “This legisla- 
tion does nothing to deter violent 
criminals and is an insult to the 
hundreds of Canadian families 
who have been affected by vio- 
lent gang and gun crime?” 

Mr. Kramp has a bill, C-215, 
which will be voted upon at jus- 
tice committee on Monday call- 
ing for five, ten and fifteep year 
mandatory minimum sentences 
on indictable gun oftences. 

“This Liberal government's 
approach to‘crime shows that 
they have no concept of the new 
criminal reality of gangs, drugs 
and guns,” Kramp noted. “They 
have delayed and opposed Bill C- 
215 at every turn and are now are 
ignoring the pleas of our national 
police associations for tougher 
mandatory, minimum prison 
sentences. Only a Conservative 
government committed to pro- 
tecting the rights of victims will 
take our gun violence problem 
seriously,” 

Kramp also noted that the gov- 
emment release praising Canada 
as having approximately 20 of the 
toughest gun crime laws in the 
world is a contradiction to testi- 
mony delivered this week at the 
Standing Committee on Justice, 
Human Right, Public Satety and 
Emergency Preparedness. Wit 
nesses explained in detail pro 
grams where minimum man 
datory sentences of 10 vear 
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rates in their jurisdictions. 

“The government must un- 
derstand that for mandatory 
minimum prison sentences to 
work, it does not matter how 
many you have,” 

Kramp suggested. “Rather, they 
must be significant enough to 
act as a deterrent and they have 
to be publicized effectively. The 
government has truly failed on 
both of these counts.’

In particular, the lucra- 
tive subsidies allowed un- 
der the 2002 U.S. Farm Bill 
are a source of frustration for 
Ontario producers. Massive 
overproduction generated by 
American support programs 
has had a negative impact on 
the world agricultural econo- 
my, including Ontario’. 

Accordingly, we are calling

Hastings County gets 
the brush off 


Warden Charles Mullett of Hast- 
ings County has expressed his 
displeasure about being shut out 
of the Province’s Standing Com- 
mittee hearings on enriching 
municipal pension benefits. 

Hastings County was informed 
that it would not be allowed to 
speak face to face with mem- 
bers of the Standing Committee 
hearing submissions on Bill 206, 
a new piece of legislation from 
the Government that will raise 
local property taxes dranfatically 
unless it is changed. 

“After being told by our local 
MPPs to take our message directly 
to Queen’s Park we are given the 
brush off by the Committee,’ said 
Mullett “we are not pleased” 


“We were told there were just 
too many submissions and there- 
fore Hastings County is not on 
the speakers list. The Committee 
has only allowed 4 days of pub- 
lic hearings and that obviously 
is not enough.” said Mullett “I 
am calling on our local M.P.P.s 
to get involved and change the 
Committee's decision.” 

County Council is very con- 
cerned that its property. taxpay- 
ers will be stuck paying up to 
$1,000,000 annually for new 
pension benefits for munici- 
pal employees. “Our taxpayers 
get absolutely nothing in return, 
no improvements in services like 
ambulance or long term care,’ 
said Mullett. 


Close to fifty accidents 


Thus far in the month of No- 
vember, Central Hastings OPP 
officers have investigated 48 mo- 
tor vehicle collisions. Nineteen 
of these accidents were car/deer 
collisions, while 11 of the acci- 
dents occurred last Friday night 


during the first snowstorm of 


the season. 

‘These statistics reveal that over 
50% of the collisions investigated 
by Central Hastings officers are 
somewhat preventable. Uubzing 


for the reflection of the deer’s eyes 
can prevent most car/deer colli- 
sions. This in combination with 


driving at a reasonable speed can 


prevent most car/deer collisions. 
Drivers are further advised to 
never attempt an extreme ma- 
neuver to avoid a collision. 

Most “bad weather” collisions 
are also preventable. Driving a 
speed appropriate for the road 
and weather conditions, and en- 
suring that your vehicle has tires 
appropriate for Ontario winters 
are the key. Detachment Com- 
mander S/Sgt Peter Valiquette 
commented, “Investigating pre- 
ventable collisions is extremely 
time consuming for our mem- 
bers, who instead could be pro- 
viding other services with respect 
to safety and security within our 
communities:

Toronto Public Health issued 
an order against Toronto Sun Wah 
Trading Inc. to halt distribution 
of bean sprouts (mung beans) as 
the product may be contaminated 
with Salmonella. Sun Wah bean 
sprouts are distributed across the 
province to restaurants and gro- 
cery stores, and may be sold un- 
der a store name or the Sun Wah 
name. | 

“Our inspectors have taken 
samples at the food processing 
facility to determine the source 
of the salmonella contamination,’ 
said Dr. David McKeown, Medi- 
cal Officer of Health for the City 
of Toronto. “No bean sprouts will 
be distributed from this plant until 
we are confident that the product 
is safe for consumption,” said Dr. 
McKeown. 

Two hundred and ninety cases 
of Salmonella have been report- 
ed to the Ministry of Health and 
Long-Term Care from across the 
province. The cases have been re- 
ported since the beginning of No- 
vember. Normally, 20-25 cases are 
reported per month at this time 
of year. 

“We have linked this food pro- 
cessing plant to a number of ill-

ness in this outbreak. While this 
investigation continues, as a pre- 
caution, we are advising the public 
to avoid eating bean sprouts” said 
Dr. Sheela Basrur, Ontarios Chief 
Medical Officer of Health. Salmo- 
nella can be a mild illness, but for 
young children, elderly people, and 
those with weak immune systems, 
it can be a very serious disease. 
If you have eaten bean sprouts at 
home or in a restaurant, and are 
experiencing illness, contact your 
physician immediately. 

Salmonella can spread from 
person-to-person. If an infect- 
ed individual has diarrhea and is 
preparing food for others, caring 
for young children, elderly or sick 
people, meticulous hand washing 
is important to further prevent the 
spread of the illness. 

Salmonella is a naturally-oc- 
curring bacteria found in the in- 
testines of animals, particularly 
poultry, cattle and swine. Salmo- 
nella can contaminate raw fruits 
and vegetables, including sprouts 
that have been in contact with un- 
clean water, animal manure, or an 
infected food handler. Symptoms 
occur 12 to 36 hours after eating 
contaminated food or water.

MPAC has stressed that 
while property assess- 
ments have increased, it 


. is local municipal govern- 


ments that set the actual 
tax rate and point out that 
taxes may not necessarily 
increase. 

It would be unreason- 
able to expect the same 
tax rate as the prior year. 
This would lead to an in- 
crease in tax revenue to 
the municipality with re- 
spect to residential prop- 
erties of 16.48 %! If M & 
L maintains the same tax 
rate-it will become obvi- 


ous to all that council has 
passed a significant tax 
increase. Yes, you could 
leave the tax rate the 
same and claim as is now 
the case, “we did not raise 
the tax rate this year. If 
your taxes have gone up 
it is because of your as- 
sessment, not because 
of us!”

This veterinarian once had a memorable holiday season when a very nice

After his stomach was 
pumped (not pleasant for anyone involved), he was fine. His owners had 
discovered what had happened immediately, so there were no signs of 
chocolate poisoning. 
Chocolate contains theobromine and caffiene which can cause 
gastrointestinal upsetsm seizures, heart failure and death. Small dogs and 
cats are at greatest risk because of their small body size relative to the 
amount of chocolate. Early signs of problems can include vomiting and 
diarrhea within two to four hours of ingestion, followed by restlessness, 
intreased activity, muscle stiffness. Early treatment of chocolate 
“pevapee is vital. 

igh cacao content makes dark, rich chocolate the highest risk for pets. 

For example, baking chocolate contains eight times as much cacao as milk 
chocolate. 
Chocolate is among the most common causes of poisoning in dogs due 
to its palatibility and easy access. Prevent problems for your pets this 
Christmas. Avoid low chocolate ornaments on the tree, put chocolate (and 
other food presents) under the tree at the last minute, and resist the urge 
to give “once-a-year” treats! Give those Christmas chocolates instead to 
your sweetheart or your mom or your vet...

future concern 
for Quinte RAP 


The contaminated Bakelite 
property on Highway 2 east 
in Belleville has been in the 
news again. Recent activity at 
the site prompted a hasty visit 
from officials at Quinte Con- 
servation, MOE (Ministry of 
the Environment) Belleville, 


| and the DFO (Department of 


Fisheries & Oceans). It appears 
that the owner of the property 


‘is bulldozing into the Bay of 


Quinte. There are also piles 
of sediment pushed off to the 
side of the site, and large equip- 
ment has been seen parked in. 


the water. The Bakelite site has 


been a scar on the face of Bel- 

leville for years. Attempts to 

have the owner clean it up have 

failed in the past. It is valuable 

property, fronting right on the 

Bay, and has an adjacent wet- 
land to the west. 

The Bay of Quinte Remedi- 
al Action Plan (BQ-RAP) is, 
of course, concerned with the 
entire Bay, and especially with 
shoreline, urban areas. BQ- 
RAP is in the process of trying 
to clean up the Bay and move it 
from Area of Concern (AOC = 
Pollution Hotspot) to Area in 
Recovery (AIR). The Bakelite 
issue immediately became an 
important agenda item at the 
November meeting of the RAP 
Restoration Council. Mr. John 
Tooley, Manager of MOE’ Bel- 
leville office and member of the 
Restoration Council, attended 
to update other members on 
the Bakelite issue. Mr. Terry 
Murphy, General Manager of 
Quinte Conservation and Co- 
Chair of the Council, attended 
as well to provide background 
and details. 

MOE, Belleville, has a long 
history of dealing with this par- 


ticular property owner. Mr. 


Tooley commented that the 
owner is well-known for his 
disregard of environmental is- 
sues. He noted that while oth- 
er agencies now have to ob- 
tain search warrants to visit the 
property, MOE can, under the 
Environmental Protection Act, 
visit the site at “any reasonable 
time.” He assured Council that 
MOE will do whatever is nec- 
essary to stop this action at the 
Bakelite site. 

Jim Kelleher, General Man- 
ager of Lower Trent Conserva- 
tion and Co-Chair of the Coun- 
cil, asked that the RAP be kept 
updated on the issue, since the 
outcome could have a direct 
impact in the future on The Big 
Cleanup with regard to impair- 
ment of water quality and habi- 
tat loss. Acting on a suggestion 
from Terry Murphy, Council is 
now considering the issue of a 
special fund to help deal with 
the legal costs of sensitive, ex- 
pensive environmental issues 


like the Bakelite site.

Close 
to 20 CHSS Odyssey enrichment 
students, led by head of Special 
Education ‘Fracey Chapman, ac- 
cepted the challenge of develop- 
ing a business proposal based on 
a relevant question associated 
with the Centre Hastings com- 
munity. Students and staff joined 
together for the presentations, 
and were impressed by the level 
of thought, genuine insight, and 
independent learning that had 
occurred during the development 
of the business proposals. 
Odyssey enrichment at CHSS 
offers students the ability to learn 
various skills and concepts in an 
environment outside the tradi- 
tional classroom. Ms* Chap- 
man seeks to challenge students 
to think independently, work 
as a team, and ultimately, de- 
velop skills that will be trans- 
ferable into the regular sched- 
uled classes. In this Odyssey 
activity, students were given 
the challenge of developing a 
business idea that would help 
revitalize the Centre Hastings 
area by offering teens a place to 


~ enjoy, and use for recreational 


activities. Students discussed 
the concept together as a large 
group, and then were given a 
venture plan model to follow, 
as well as a clear set of instruc- 
tions and timelines. The group 
was divided into two teams for 


the challenge, and then went off 


to complete the task as an inde- 
pendent team. 

Students came together in 
a boardroom style meeting to 
present their business plans.to 


an executive team consisting of 


Ms. Tracey Chapman, Ms. Les- 
lie Chapman, Ms. Janice Bonter, 


Mr. Darren McFarlane, and Mr. 
Grant Montgomery (who held 
the important role of playing 
Donald Trump). Students and 
staff were playing their roles in 
the simulation which added to 
the richness of the experience. 
The students presented their 
business proposals with support- 
ing brochures, spatial models 
including dimensions, as well as 
floor plans, an advertising strat- 
egy, and staffing/ payroll details. 
During the presentations, stu- 
dents were grilled with questions 
challenging their staffing mod- 
els, profit margins, and overall, 
causing them to defend their 
positions. The activity proved 
to be highly successful as stu- 
dents learned a great deal about 
intricacies of business, as well as 
how to proactively think through 
potential problems.

Bean sprouts rarely risk free 


The Hastings & Prince Ed- 
ward Counties Health has 
lifted a warning issued Nov. 
23 about bean sprouts. 

At that time, the Health 
Unit warned-area residents 
not to eat bean sprouts un- 
til further notice. Grocery 
stores and restaurants were 
advised not to sell or serve 
bean sprouts. Mung bean 
sprouts were linked to an out- 
break of salmonella in which 
648 cases were reported pro- 
vincially between Oct. 1 and 
Dec. 14, 2005. La cally, l6 cas 
es were confirmed. 

loronte Public Health or 


dered a loronto producer tw 


stop production and distribution 
of mung bean sprouts after its 
product was linked to the out- 
break. The order has been lifted. 
The Health Unit and the Min- 
istry of Health and Long-Term 
Care will continue to monitor 
cases of salmonella and compile 
data from this outbreak. The 
ministry is working with public 
health units along with provin- 
cial and federal agencies. 

“We are no longer asking 
area restaurants and grocery 
stores to refrain from selling 
bean sprouts,’ said Dave Dodg 
son, acting director of public 
health inspection. 


Ol Health 
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and Long-Term Care has 
issued new information on 
handling and eating bean 
sprouts, noting that they 
are rarely considered “risk 
free”. Dr. Sheela Basrur, On- 
tarios chief medical officer 
of health issued a statement 
on Dec. 14. In it, she ad- 
vised individuals who are at 


_ risk of serious illness from 


foodborne infections, such 
as the elderly, people with 
weak immune systems and 
young children, not to eat 
any type of sprouts. Other 
individuals can reduce their 
risk of illness by avoiding 


raw sprouts, said Basrur.

Audrey Caryi introduced the 
hosts, Carole and Jim Dove, 
who told about the house and 
their experiences in their twen- 
ty year's of residence in it. 

The date of the erection 
of fhe house 
is murky. Isra- 
el Humphries 
purchased the 
property, origi- 
nally 400 acres, 
from Henry 
Rowed in 1855 
and the house 
was built some- 
time between 
that date and 
1879. Jim Dove 
suspects that 
the house was - 
built around 
1859, but no 
one knows for 
certain. Scottish 
stonemasons 
cut the stones 
when they were laid off from 
work on the Trent Canal. 

The deeply recessed win- 


dows hint at the thickness of 


the stone walls. The ceiling is 


high and the floors are made of 


6-inch tongue and groove pine. 
While there are many original 
features of the original house, 
there have been many changes 
over the years. Previous owners 
include families by the name 
of Diamond, Beatty, Boyce, 
Kingston, Reid, and Bennett.

the house. 

When Coralie Mann moved 
into the house there were no 
lights and no chimneys. Dianne 
Honey told the Doves that in 
the 1920's, when her grand- 


mother lived in the house, the ’ 


walls upstairs were bare stone, 
and very cold in winter. A very 
large room upstairs at the back, 
originally a ballroom, had been 
used as a chicken coop. Cows 
grazed right up to the door. 
It took a lot of work by Cor- 
alie and David Mann, and by the 
present owners, 
to halt the de- 
cline and. restore 
the home to its 
former digni- 
ty. Broadloom 
was removed, 
the floors re- 
finished, layers 
of paint scraped 
from the wood- 
work, and décor 
appropriate to a 
Victorian home 
installed. 
When Jim 
Dove is asked 
“Why did you 
ever want to 
buy this?’ he 
replies that the 
house has “atmosphere’, espe- 
cially when the wind blows. 
The chimney draws very well 
when the fireplace is lit, but 
when there is no fire it draws 
all the heat out of the living 
room, and a cover for the fire- 
place had to be installed. 
Carole Dove said that the 
land around the house is very 
deep fill, so that her roses strug- 
gled to survive. It has taken 
years of fertilizing with manure 
to make them thrive. She also 
had a ghost story to tell. Jim had 
gone to the dentist, and later 
she saw a man outside who 
she thought was Jim. The man 
called out “I'm waiting for you’.

He was wearing a dark suit, but 
when she went outside he had 
vanished. It was only when 
Jim returned home that she 
realized that his clothes were 
totally different from those of 
the mystery man. 

‘There are early photos of the 
house, which have helped in the 
restoration. Many items from 
the house have been discov- 
ered, stored in the barn. These 
include one original shutter, a 
fireplace mantel, now installed 
in the “mourning” room, and 
a small photo of William and 
Hurl Humphries, sons of the 
early occupants, which the 
Dove's daughter found on top 
of a beam in the barh. 


The mourning room was 
indeed used as a place to lay 
out the dead before burial. The 
tour of this amazing house in- 
cluded the parlour behind it, 
the summer kitchen and the 
ballroom above, which has 
been reduced in size to make 
a master bedroom. The stair- 
way at the back of the house is 
gone, but evidence of a dumb- 
waiter that transported food 
to the ballroom upstairs was 
still visible. 3 

After the presentation, re- 
freshments were served in the 
modern kitchen, and it was 
very satisfying to reflect on the 
lives of the early settlers in this 
great historic house while sur- 


rounded by some labour-sav- 


ing modern appliances. 
There will be no meeting 
in December. The-next regu- 
lar meeting of the Warkworth 
Percy Historical Society will 
be on Monday Jan. 23, 2006, at 
the Heritage Centre at 7:30 pm.

Although many Canadians will be promising to 
quit smoking or lose weight or become better organized, the ear- 
ly Babylonian’s most popular resolution was to return borrowed 
farm equipment. 

| am always amazed at how things change, yet many stay the same. 

' The tradition of using a baby to signify the new fear was begun 
in Greece around 600 BC. It-was their tradition at that time to 
celebrate their god of wine, Dionysus, by parading a baby in a 
basket, representing the annual rebirth of that god as the spirit 
of fertility. 

Now, it you are looking for a lucky year for 2006, you might want 
to think of what's for dinner. Traditionally, it was thought that 
one could affect the luck they would have throughout the com- 
ing year by what they did or ate on the first day of the year. For 
that reason, it has become common for folks to celebrate the first 
few minutes of a brand new year in the company of family and 
friends. Parties often-last into the middle of the night after the 
ringing in of a new year, It was once believed that the first visitor 
on, New Year's Day would bring either good luck or bad luck the 
rest of the year.

‘The introduction of the Clean 
Water Act is an important step 
toward ensuring safe drinking 
water for all Ontarians and 
Conservation Ontario and 
Quinte Conservation are en- 
couraged by the government's 
support of source water pre- 
tection planning. 

“While we haven't ex- 
amined it in detail, we are 
pleased that the government 
has maintained its commit- 
ment to introduce legisla- 
tion this session,” said Peter 
Krause, Chair of Conserva- 
tion Ontario, the organiza- 
tion that represents Ontario’ 
network of 36 Conservation 
Authorities. - 

“Water is critical to all as- 
pects of our lives. Significant 
attention and resourcés are 
essential to guarantee enough 
clean water for Ontarians now 
and in the future,” said Mr. 
Krause. “Our water supply is 
not inexhaustible. We have 
an obligation to care for what 
we have.” 

Conservation Authorities 
are this province’ leading wa- 
tershed managers. Source 
Protection legislation will 
provide an important frame- 
work on how best to protect 

sources of drinking water such 
as rivers, lakes, streams and 
groundwater. 

Locally, Quinte Conserva- 
tion currently delivers a vari- 
ety of watershed management 
programs and services that 
improve water quality, reduce 
flood and erosion damages, 
provide an adequate water 
supply, protect natural areas 

‘and biodiversity and provide 
environmental education. 

“Quinte Conservation has 
begun compiling existing 
scientific data and is adding 
to its understanding of our 
groundwater and surface wa- 
ter through current ongoing 
research,” explained Keith 
Taylor, Source Water Protec- 
tion Program Manager with 


Quinte Conservation. 

“Input from community 
partners, like our 30 Water- 
shed Watch volunteers, who 
collect rainfall data for us, will - 
be invaluable inthe source wa- 
ter protection planning process,” 
he added. 

“Quinte Conservation will 
continue to build on its strong 
track record of partnering with 
municipal, provincial and fed- 
eral governments and watershed 
residents to develop practical 
solutions to watershed issues,’ 
said Terry Murphy, General 
Manager of Quinte Conser- 
vation. - 

Since the tragedy at Walk- 
erton in May 2000, Conserva- 
tion Ontario and its member 
Authorities have wofked with 
the province and other stake- 
holders, induding municipalities _ 
and the farming community, to 
provide expertise in developing ' 
the best approach to source wa- 
ter protection. 

Conservation Authorities 
currently deliver a variety of 
watershed management pro- 
grams to improve water quality, 
reduce flood and erosion dam- 
ages, provide an adequate wa- 
ter supply, protect natural areas 


and biodiversity, and provide 


environmental education to 
watershed residents. Because 
they are structured on a water- 
shed basis, Conservation Au- 
thorities are able to co-ordinate 
and streamline local delivery of 
water management and source 
protection activities. 

Conservation Ontario repre- 
sents the 36 Conservation Au- 
thorities in the province which 
are local, community-based 
environmental organizations 
that manage natural resources 
with a particular emphasis on 
water. The Conservation Au- 
thorities have a strong track 
record of partnering with mu- 
nicipal, provincial and feder- 
al governments in developing 
practical solutions to water- 
shed issues.
